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PARKING SHAM 

Councillors lose free car park concession at Water Gardens 
to save money ... but can claim back charge on expenses

MOVES to make councillors pay to 
park their cars at the Water Gardens 
have been ridiculed as a sham this 
week after it was revealed they can 
claim back the money on expenses. 

All 33 members will have to pay £1 to 
park during meetings at the Civic Centre 
after their free car parking entitlement was 
scrapped as part of a controversial shake- 
up of charges introduced to generate more 
revenue for the cash-strapped council’s 
coffers. 

But now it has emerged that councillors have 
been told they can be reimbursed for parking at 
the Water Gardens under the Members’ 
Allowances Scheme for “authorised” duties. 

As well as refunding the £1 parking fee, the 
council would also have to pay an administra¬ 
tive levy for each claim it receives. 

The Conservative-led administration which 
brought in the fees has vowed to try to change 
the rules so councillors will be prevented from 
claiming for parking at the Water Gardens. 

However, Labour group leader Mark Wilkinson

told the Star: “It is an 
absolutely stupid sham. This 
Tory administration jumps 
from one thing to another. I 
nearly fell off my chair 
laughing when I found out 
about this because it is so 
ridiculous. 

“The Tories seem to make 
these decisions and not think 
them through, Then, when 
they realise what they have 
done is stupid, they have to 
backtrack.” 

Liberal Democrat leader 
Chris Millington described 
the situation as “utterly 
ridiculous” as it would 
ultimately end up costing the 
council and taxpayers. 
Currently all councillors are 
entitled to claim back 
parking fees and other 
expenses they incur while 
going about their official 
duties. Until now they have 
been able to park for free at 
the Water Gardens and, 
therefore, have not needed to 
claim for attending meetings 
at the Civic Centre. 

This week council leader 
Andrew Johnson said he 
would stop all Conservative 
members from claiming 
back the money, adding he 
was shocked to learn that 
councillors could claim. 

“The idea was that 
councillors paid the same as 
staff- £1 a day - and I am 
committed to that,” he said. 
“Obviously there will always 
be legitimate reasons for 
expense claims but I don’t 
believe parking at the Water 
Gardens is or should be 
claimed for. 

“I have asked that this issue 
be put to the independent 
panel that looks at members’ 
allowances and expenses to 
close this expense claim 
ability for the Water 
Gardens.” 


Rainbow deal 
saves project 


A CHARITY which has 
helped hundreds of disad¬ 
vantaged people in Harlow 
is back up and running 
after securing a funding 
lifeline. 

After weeks of discussions 
and negotiation, Rainbow 
Services has managed to 
obtain an alternative source of 
cash to enable it to maintain 
its Re-use Project. 

Last month the Star reported 
that the scheme, which offers fur¬ 
niture and other household items 
to people on a low income, was 
due to close at the end of March 
after Harlow Council axed more 
than £30,000 of grants to the char¬ 
ity. 

But a last-minute deal has now

been agreed which will enable the 
project and the dedicated team 
which runs it to continue. 

The workshop opened its doors 
again on Monday and will operate 
five days a week from Monday to 
Friday. 

The recycling side of the busi¬ 
ness will re-open properly once 
stocks of furniture and electrical 
items have built up again. All pre¬ 
vious stock was cleared ready for 
the proposed closure. 

New opening times will also be 
publicised as soon as the project is 
ready. 

Rainbow Services executive 
director Jackie Sully, who was in 
charge of finding alternative fund¬ 


ing, said: “Staff, volunteers and 
other local support agencies who 
refer their clients to the project are 
all delighted the service will con¬ 
tinue. 

“We received many messages of 
support during the time of the 
financial crisis and these went 
through the roof following the 
front page article in the Star. 

“It had been a very testing time 
for the people involved in the proj¬ 
ect and for the organisation as a 
whole.” 

She added: “Rainbow Services 
is about a lot of different projects 
but we are one organisation which 
operates very much together. 

“Like a family, if one part is 
affected then the rest is too. Now 
it’s like a cloud has been lifted and 
we can focus on what we do best - 
getting on with it.”

Trio caged for assault which 
left man with stab injuries 


TWO women and a man 
described by a judge as 
“evil” have been sentenced 
to a total of 20 years behind 
bars for a vicious attack. 

Amy Boorman (25), of 
The Hides, Harlow, her 
brother Jack Boorman (20), 
from Chelmsford, and his 
girlfriend Laura Crooks 
(19), of Longbanks, Har¬ 
low, stood hand-in-hand as 
they were caged on 
Monday. 

Jack Boorman was given 
eight years in a young 
offenders institution, his 


sister seven years in prison 
and Crooks five years in a 
young offenders institution. 

All three were found 
guilty at Chelmsford 
Crown Court of conspiring 
to cause grievous bodily 
harm to Tyson Hale, who 
suffered shoulder, facial 
and chest injuries. 

During their trial the 
court heard that on July 4 
last year Mr Hale was left 
with serious injuries as a 
result of a sustained and 
violent attack in 
Longbanks during which 


he was stabbed a number of 
times. 

He had been in telephone 
conversations, one of which 
was with Amy Boorman, 
during which he was said to 
have been abusive. 

He had not realised it 
was her on the telephone, 
thinking he was talking to 
his ex-girlfriend. 

Prosecutor David Holb- 
orn said Amy Boorman had 
been upset by the telephone 
call and had told her broth¬ 
er, encouraging him to pick 
a fight with Mr Hale.

Time capsule 
in paper form 


A TANGIBLE piece of 
local history has 
arrived at Nostalgia 
in the form of one of the 
first editions of the Star’s 
sister paper, the Herts and 
Essex Observer. 

Nowadays the Observer 
concentrates on gathering news 
in an area spanning Bishop’s 
Stortford to Stansted, but in 
1887 it covered a huge patch 
which included Hertford, Essex, 
Middlesex, Cambridge and 
Suffolk. 

Perusing its pages, courtesy of 
owner David Bracey, it is evident 
how much newspapers have 
changed over the century, with 
separate news columns for each

town it covered, including Harlow, 
and copy which was written more 
like stream-of-consciousness prose 
than the snappy style and pun- 
riddled headlines many papers 
feature these days. 

But some things never change and 
its pages - rather large despite there 
only being half-a-dozen of them - 
are littered with advertisements for 
obscure potions and pills. 

A joke section was also run and the 
paper had a dedicated gossip 
column which told tales on 
unnamed authority figures of the 
time. 


Published on Saturdays instead 
Thursdays, the July 9, 1887 edition 
covered many interesting news 
items which had taken place in 
Harlow the week before. 

One such story is a piece of court 
copy in which four men were 
accused of committing wilful 
damage at the White Horse pub, in 
Potter Street, by breaking windows 
valued at £2. 

The four were said to have been in 
a group of up to 60 people 
partaking in a pub crawl when they 
were accused of using bad language 
and were ordered from the pub. 
However, it seems a disturbance 
followed and gas lamps were 
thrown through the windows. 

All the men were fined for their 
aggresive actions and given a week 
to pay.

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Judge warns 
man cleared 
of series of 
sex assaults 

A MAN accused of a series of 
attacks on vulnerable women in 
Harlow has been cleared by a 
Crown Court jury. 

But even though he was 
acquitted of charges against him, 
Michael Kayode was told by 
Judge Christopher Ball: “The 
authorities will be watching you 
like a hawk.” 

The judge made his comments 
after it was revealed Kayode, 

(22), of Moorfield, Harlow, had 
fallen under suspicion for similar 
behaviour before. 

The jury of seven men and five 
women found Kayode not guilty 
of rape, sexual assault, robbery 
and attempted robbery. 

The jury at Chelmsford Crown 
Court was told three women, one 
of them aged 73 and the other 
two in their 50s and 60s, were 
attacked between July 20 and 
August 5 last year. 

Kayode said he was not at the 
scene of any of the attacks which 
took place near shops in Staple 
Tye, Harlow. 

Philip King, defending, told 
jurors the prosecution maintained 
the offences were so similar that 
they must have been committed 
by the same man. However, he 
argued there were a number of 
differences. 

He also said evidence of 
identification given by the 
victims was not clear enough to 
convict his client of the offences. 
However, the judge told Kayode 
that evidence in the case could 
be used in any future 
proceedings should he again 
come under suspicion. 

“You and I know that the 
conduct which led to you being 
accused was similar to conduct 
which previously led to you 
falling under suspicion,” said the 
judge. 

“What you must understand is 
that if you fall under suspicion 
again and find yourself in the 
situation you were in now, the 
facts of this case might fall to be 
resurrected against you if you are 
suspected of similar conduct.” 


More flower 
thefts from 
crematorium

A GRIEVEING pen¬ 
sioner is furious that flo¬ 
ral tributes were stolen 
just hours after his part¬ 
ner’s funeral at Parndon 
Wood Crematorium. 

Herbert Clements (67) 
said up to seven bunches of 
flowers left for Doreen 
Palmer were taken from out¬ 
side the chapel while the 
cards attached to them were 
removed and left under a 
wreath. 

When he contacted Harlow 
Council to report the incident 
he was told it the flowers had 
probably been eaten by deer or 
that the bunches had blown 
away in a wind. 

But Mr Clements is adamant 
the flowers were stolen and 
has called for CCTV to be 
installed at the site. 

His story comes just one 
week after Lisa Rump and 
her family told of their upset 
when seven bunches of flow¬ 
ers were stolen only three 
hours after her grandmoth¬ 
er’s funeral. 

Mr Clements, of Malkin 
Drive, Harlow, said: 
“Something needs to be done up 
there to stop this happening ... 
you pay enough for a funeral 
and the last thing you expect is 
to have flowers stolen. It’s really 
degrading.” 

He found the flowers stolen

the day after his partner’s funer¬ 
al on March 9. 

“I was just so upset I have 
only just been able to talk about 
it,” he said. “My son, who had 
flown over from Australia, said 
he couldn’t believe it. It’s dis¬ 
gusting.” 

A council spokesman said 
this week the authority had been 


in contact with local police 
about the matter, stating: “There 
is a suspicion that some flowers 
and wreaths may have been 
stolen, although the council has 
no record or reports of any theft 
being witnessed.” 

He added it was unlikely 
CCTV will be installed at the 
site because of cost.

FIVE people accused of offences relating 
to the death of a 24-year-old woman in a 
fire in Harlow have appeared in court 
ahead of their trial. 

No pleas were entered regarding the 
allegations of murder and perverting the 
course of justice following an arson attack 
in Bush Fair, Harlow, which killed Kerry 
Youngs and left her boyfriend Kevin 
Chappie with severe brain damage. 

The trial, which is expected to last six 
weeks, is due to start on April 21. Two 
youths are accused of murder and three 
others charged with conspiring to pervert 
the course of justice. 

The pair accused of murder are aged 16 
and 17 and both live in Harlow. They can¬ 
not be named for legal reasons. 

They were remanded in custody at the 
pre-trial hearing at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Friday. 

They are also charged with causing 
grievous bodily harm with intent and 
arson with intent to endanger life. A man, 
a woman and a 15-year-old are accused of 
conspiracy to pervert the course of justice. 

Miss Youngs (24) and Kevin Chappie 
(then 27) were in their Sherwood House 
flat in Bush Fair on May 4, 2005 when the 


Operating theatre in 
chemical spill scare 


A DECONTAMINATION zone 
had to be set up around an oper¬ 
ating theatre at Harlow’s Prin¬ 
cess Alexandra Hospital after 
staff feared there had been a 
chemical leak.

A hospital spokesman said: 
“Patients were not affected and 
the operating theatres were not 
being used as it was a Sunday. 

“It was good work by the 
member of staff to react as 
quickly as she did to ensure 
facility staff were put on alert 
and firefighters called as a mat¬ 
ter of precaution.”

Housing target is 
wishful thinking 

SIR, Bill Rammell MP is, according to a 
report on the Star website, against plans 
to build a second runway at Stansted 
Airport. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of State for 
Transport Geoff Hoon has announced the 
Mil will not be widened between 
junction eight at Bishop’s Stortford and 
junction six at Loughton until at least 
2021 because of the fall in passenger 
numbers at the airport, although we all 
know it is because the Government has 
run out of money. 

Even housing minister Margaret Beckett 
has said the Government’s pledge to build 
three million affordable new homes by 
2020 is in trouble. The banks aren’t 
lending, people are not buying new 
houses and the construction industry has 
ground to a halt. 

The East of England Plan is built around 
the premise of a second runway at 
Stansted and that Harlow will attract 
employment related to the growth of the 
airport. 

With no plans for a bypass for the next 
decade, no growth at Stansted (so no new 
jobs) and no widening of the Mil, the 
designation of Harlow as a key centre for 
development and change lies in tatters. 
The hundreds of millions of pounds 
needed for infrastructure are now just 
wishful thinking. 

I live in hope that politicians will ask for 
the East of England Plan to be revised to 
remove the requirement to build 16,000 
new homes around Harlow by 2021 and, 
in the short term, concentrate on bringing 
existing empty homes into occupation to 
meet the immediate housing need.

Road plans are just a waste of cash 


SIR, The announcement of an additional £13.4m 
to be spent on improving the roads in Harlow 
seems a total waste of money (Star, April 2). 
Perhaps those responsible for the decision will 
explain just how the proposals will improve the 
situation. 

Widening the A414 between the Mil and the 
Southern Way roundabout seems to solve nothing. 
The queue to get into Harlow from the motorway 
happens because cars are not readily dispersed 
efficiently away from the Southern Way 
roundabout and off through the town. Routes 
from that point get clogged because much of the 
traffic is either endeavouring to pass through or 
to travel to the town centre or to the business 
commercial sites on the west and north sides. This 
backs up some mornings well onto the motorway 
and I would think constitutes a major hazard. 

The queue to get out of Harlow and onto the 
Mil, which all too frequently backs up 
preventing traffic exiting Newhall and Church 
Langley, happens because the roundabout at the 
motorway junction just can’t cope. 

Widening the short stretch of the A414 will 
simply make the queue fatter but I can’t see how 
it will solve the problems brought about by the 
fact that the motorway is built on the wrong side 
of town and which created the situation whereby 
drivers have to pass through virtually the whole 
town to get to work or shop. 

It seems the £9.9m will just create a wider 
creeping car park. Perhaps someone can explain 
to the voters, council tax payers and those of us

who will suffer the consequences just how the 
improvements will solve the underlying problems. 
With regards to First Avenue, haven’t we just had 
months of roadworks and delays for what seem to 
be hardly discernible improvements in traffic 
flow? In fact, it does seem rather worse than the 
original layout. 

Things seem to have got a lot worse as new 
pedestrian crossings around the town seem to 
have been carefully placed to further disrupt the 
flow of traffic. 

It wouldn’t be so bad if the proposals took in the 
problems of those trying to access the town from 
the other direction. How will the proposed spend 
improve access on the A414 for those travelling 
from the Hertford direction? 

If the town is more successful at attracting 
employers and continues to grow, then these 
problems will only get worse. 


A bypass from junction seven at Hastingwood 
around the town and back to a new junction on 
the Mil would solve all of the problems and 
would relieve all of the congestion problems we 
see building aound the town.

A MAN wept as he was jailed 
for three years for killing a 
34-year-old father in Harlow 
town centre with a single 
punch. 

The blow landed by Daniel 
Clarke (22) caused Mark White, 
of Broadfields, Harlow, to suffer a 
ruptured brain artery. 

Clarke, of Church Leys, Harlow, 
was convicted of manslaughter at a 
previous hearing. He had denied the 
charge. 

Passing sentence at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Friday, Judge 
Christopher Ball told him: “This was a 
tragic episode of unlawful violence 
which has led to unexpected conse¬ 
quences. 

“You were aggressive, unpleasant, 
drunk and threw a punch which killed 
a man. You know there must be a term 
of imprisonment.” 

Afterwards, Detective Inspector 
Martin Passmore said: “Nothing could 
be said or done to bring Mark White 
back but I have to say, all things con¬ 
sidered, this was always going to attract

a sentence at the lower end of the 
scale.” 

Trouble started after Clarke’s group 
gesticulated at Mr White’s group out¬ 
side Quattroz nightclub in The Rows 
on March 21 last year.. 

During the trial David Holborn, 
prosecuting, said Clarke’s group per¬ 
ceived the others had queue jumped 
for a taxi and made the gestures 
because they were annoyed. 

All three got out of the cab, includ¬ 
ing Mark White, although he stood by 
the cab while the other two began to 
chase members of Clarke’s group, he 
said. 

Clarke was also standing nearby 
and went up to Mark White. He lost 
his temper and punched him hard. 

Clarke, who denied a charge of 
manslaughter claimed he acted in self 
defence, telling the jury he panicked 
when Mr White had moved towards 
him. 

Graham Brown, representing 
Clarke, said in mitigation: “His 
remorse is genuine. This is something 
that is going to be permanent, not tran¬ 
sient that will pass in days, months or 
years.”

Brookfield plan 
a threat to the 
regeneration 
of town centre 

HARLOW Council is fighting to 
stop the massive expansion of a 
Cheshunt shopping centre amid 
fears it will damage the town’s 
economy and hinder its ongoing 
regeneration. 

Developers want to double the 
number of shoppers visiting the 
Brookfield Centre by building a 
new shopping area called 
Brookfield Riverside. 

The blueprints are scheduled to 
become reality by 2015-16. 

But in a written submission to 
Broxboume Council, Harlow 
Council regeneration manager 
Cath Shaw stressed that 
Brookfield should not be a site 
for major retail development 
because of its status as an out-of- 
town shopping centre and urged 
the authority to instead 
concentrate on what is being 
offered at town centres in its 
district. 

“Harlow is identified by the East 
of England Plan as a priority area 
for regeneration and a major town 
centre,” she said, adding that it is 
to be expected that consumers 
will travel from the Broxbourne 
borough to Harlow to buy non¬ 
food items. 

“Public transport links between 
Harlow and Broxbourne borough 
are excellent and it does not 
therefore follow that significant 
retail leakage to Harlow is 
unsustainable,” she claimed. 
“Local shopping needs should be 
met through existing town 
centres, with sub-regional 
shopping needs met at major 
town centres, including Harlow.” 
Stockland, a development 
company working with Harlow 
Council, is also against the 
Brookfield expansion.

Employment tribunal 
adjourns after hearing 
from college principal 

HARLOW College principal Colin Hind- 
march has been giving evidence at an 
employment tribunal considering allegations 
of unfair dismissal. 

The hearing, which is being held in 
London, has been adjourned until June 8. 

History lecturer James Meadow, from 
Cheshunt, and Paul Hughes, from 
Redbridge, are challenging the way dis¬ 
missal procedures were handled. 

Both men are claiming unfair dismissal 
and 90 days protective award for the others 
made redundant. 

Mr Meadow has told the hearing that 
news he would lose his job because of 
restructuring in 2007 came as a “thunder¬ 
bolt” and a “devastating blow” to him. 

However, the consultation process was 
described to the tribunal by Mr Hindmarch 
as one that had been going on for many 
years. 

He said it was traditional to handle “sig¬ 
nificant” changes at colleges over many 
years and said that when it was resumed 
there had been no protests by members of 
the college board. 


A GROUP of teenagers 
were caught playing foot¬ 
ball on railway tracks 
near Harlow Town Station 
just moments before a 
200-tonne train thun¬ 
dered past.

“Over the spring and summer, 
we will once again be taking our 
No Messin’ campaign on tour to 
get young people involved in 
more exciting and fun stuff. 

“That includes sports such as

football and boxing, but also 
things they might never have 
tried before like archery, motor¬ 
cycling and street dance. 

Once the events are over we 
continue to work with local 
clubs to sustain that interest and 
develop their skills and keep 
them off the tracks for good.” 

Of 400 incidents reported on 
the West Anglia network last 
year, 13 offences were said to 
have taken place in or around 
stations in Harlow. 

Reported incidents included 
children lighting fires next to the 
line and putting rocks on the 
tracks. 

The tally makes the town the 
seventh worst in the area for rail 
crime. Cheshunt was named as 
the worst place, with 17 reported 
offences last year. 

Mr Coucher added: “We’re 
seeing some real success in 
bringing down the levels of rail¬ 
way crime in hotspot areas, but 
there is much more work to be 
done to save lives and prevent 
needless injury.”

Mites a threat to bee colonies 


WILDLIFE in Harlow could be 
under threat from a killer 
parasite which has been blamed 
for a major drop in the number 
of bees during recent months. 
Beekeeper Danny Nicholls, 
pictured above with one of his 
hives, said honey bees are under 
attack from the Varroa 
Destructor mite, leaving growing 
numbers of fruit trees and crops 
unpollinated. 

The UK has seen its bee 
population decline by up 30 per 
cent but Mr Nicholls is warning 
that Harlow has been 
particularly affected by the 
invasion. 

“My hives are not building up as 
well as what I had expected them 


to,” he said. “Some of them are 
still quite small. I have lost six 
colonies this winter alone.” 
Beehives throughout Harlow are 
seeing the same effects. After a 
succession of two bad summers, 
the infection seems to be 
spreading more quickly 
throughout the hives. 

Other local beekeepers are 
growing increasingly worried 
about the parasite, which has 
already spread across the UK and 
is weakening colonies. 

Mr Nicholls warned it could cost 
the economy millions since up to 
80 per cent of crops and plant life 
rely on honey bees for 
pollination.

THE annoucement that mil¬ 
lions of pounds are to be 
poured into a major road 
scheme to ease Harlow’s rush- 
hour nightmare has received a 
lukewarm response from the 
town’s residents. 

The Star reported last week that 
almost £10m will be spent on upgrad¬ 
ing the stretch of A414 from the Ml 1 
junction at Hastingwood to the 
Southern Way roundabout, which will 
be replaced by traffic lights. 

The project has gained cross-party 
support from Harlow’s politicians but 
some road users who spoke to the Star 
are unsure whether it will succeed in 
easing congestion while others have 
branded it a waste of money. 

Bob Connolly (66), of The Dashes, 
said: “That £10m could have been put 
to a better use. It will ease traffic but 
I don’t agree with putting the traffic 



lights at the bottom of the road. That 
will still create congestion.” 

Darryl Ambrose (21), of 
Davenport, agreed. “It seems a bit 
expensive for one road,” he said. “I 
think the traffic lights will cause a 
build-up of traffic at the bottom. They 
should keep it as it is and spend the 
money on other things.” 


And Jackie Hunter (49), of The 
Briars, said she would prefer to see 
investment in the town’s play areas, 
adding: “I think it is a waste of 
money.” 

But there are some who welcome 
the proposals. Olivia Hawkins, (80), 
of Hare Street, said: “It would be 
much easier for people who have to 
travel in and out of the town every 
day. 

“Although I don’t drive I know you 
do get a lot of traffic that builds up on 
that road.” 

Catalin Matei (26), of The High, 
said: “There is always too much traf¬ 
fic coming in and out Harlow on that 
road, especially around rush hour. I 
think it would benefit the town great¬ 
ly” 

And Angel Lin, (25), of The High, 
added: “I think it is good for the con¬ 
gestion on that road. I don’t have to 
commute but I can imagine it would 
make it a lot easier for people who 
have to although I do think it is a lot 
of money.”

Wild? These mercenaries are livid 



THE WILD GEESE: SPECIAL EDITION 

(Arrow Films, 15, retail) 

Filmed (controversially for its day) in apartheid-era 
South Africa, 1978’s The Wild Geese is a 
sometimes tough and politically cynical escapist 
‘dads and lads’ action movie of the kind they 
simply don’t make any more. 

When the legitimate regime of fictional African 
country Zembala is toppled, hugely wealthy 
industrialist Sir Edward Matherson (Steward 
Granger) recruits a team of 50 mercenaries to go in 
and liberate popular deposed leader Julius Limbani 
(Winston Ntshona) because he can restore access 
to lucrative copper rights. 

Hard-drinking Colonel Allan Faulkner (Richard 
Burton) assembles a team including ace planner 
Captain Rafer Janders (Richard Harris), pilot 
Lieutenant Shawn Fynn (Roger Moore) and South 
African Lieutenant Pieter Coetze (Hardy Kruger), 
plus hard-as-nail Sergeant Major Sandy Young (Jack 
Watson) to pull them all into shape. 

In one of the film’s most striking sequences, they 
parachute into the country and set about their 
mission with crisp efficiency - but back at home, 
Matherson and the political establishment have 
done a deal with the new despots for their copper 
and simply cut The Wild Geese loose. 

With no escape route and the army snapping at 
their heels, the meres opt to fight a desperate 
rearguard action through the unforgiving terrain 
with an astonishingly unlikely plan to use Limbani 
as the catalyst for a national uprising. 

The Wild Geese often feels as if it shouldn’t work 
and yet somehow does. The star quartet appear far 
too old and cumbersome to convince as tough 
mercenaries (Roger Moore, despite some real life 
military experience, looks about as credible as 
Julian Clary playing a ninja), yet they imbue the 
grizzled veterans with a credible sense of men past 
their prime who are seeking an honourable end it 
to all. 

Then there’s the relationship between Afrikaans 
soldier-turned-farmer Coetze and Limbani, and 
although the arc of the former travels from 
dismissive antagonism to respect a bit clumsily, it 
nevertheless feels sincere. 

The action sequences are very well handled, giving 
the firefights and a sequence of crossbow sniping a 
suitable flavour of comic book heroics, and once in 
a while director Andrew McLaglen pulls out a 
moment of striking pathos such as the Watson’s 
tough old boy meeting his fate at the hands of a 
circle of machete-wielding assailants with 
philosophical equanimity. 

This special edition includes a commentary 
featuring Roger Moore, producer Euan Lloyd and 
editor John Glen, featurette The Last Of The 
Gentleman Producers - The Life And Works Of 
Euan Lloyd, newsreel footage of the world 
premiere, a gallery and trailer.

AMUSEMENT 

(Entertainment In Video, 18, retail & rental) 

Very nearly delivering the slasher genre’s first 
portmanteau movie, director John Simpson and 
screenwriter Jake Wade Wall fumble the linking 
device and wind up with a film which adds up to a 
little less than the sum of its parts. 

That isn't to say Amusement's not worth 85 
minutes of your time, because its component parts 
are effective short riffs on three horror archetypes, 
starring hot young actresses and packed with 
references to, and cues from, a lot of other flicks. 

It gets underway with a squirt of adrenalin as 
Shelby (Laura Breckenridge) finds herself on a 
lonesome road with a madman on the loose 
(Jeepers Creepers, Road Kill, etc), continues with 
Tabitha (Katheryn Winnick) as a babysitter in for a 
rough and storm-lashed night ( Halloween, plus a 
huge dollop of Poltergeist clowning) and brings us 
up to pace with Lisa (Jessica Lucas) as the plucky 
heroine who wanders into the bad house where 
bad things happen ( Texas Chainsaw Massacre, et 
al). 

It turns out the trio have a childhood nemesis in 
common, a messed-up kid with an ostentatiously 
mad giggle and a penchant for hurting critters 
who's grown up to be, well, just the same but 
bigger and more ambitious. 

Even though each story amounts to little more than 
a series of well-crafted cliches and motifs, they're 


sufficiently well done to maintain interest. 

It's just a shame that the climax ends up with the 
predictably tired running-around-and-screaming 
schtick.

Before they created the awarding-winning and 
compulsively watchable crime series The Wire, 
Baltimore journalists David Simon and Ed Burns 
cut their teeth on this unflinching look at the 
realities of life on their city’s drugs frontline. 

Based on their non-fiction book The Corner: A 
Year in the Life of an Inner-City Neighbourhood 
and loosely charting a year in the life of the place 
every city has, where drug pushers meet drug 
addicts, this six-part mini-series looks at the bigger 
picture of survival in such an area through the filter 
of deftly woven characterisation, as a young 
teenager, his family, friends and neighbours all 
struggle to keep above water.
